{5) Responsibility for determining whether a UCC financing state-
ment has heen signed by the propsr party or all necessary parties be-
longs to the secured party and will not be assumed by the secretary of
state,

(6) The secretary of state will index UCC filings only under names,
shown in the filing forms, which appear to be names of debtors; for in-
stance, names which appear to be a part of the address rather than the
name of a party will not be used for indexing, nor will names of corporate
officers when it appears that the persons are listed as officers of the cor-
poration and not in their individual capacities.
